DOMESTIC CONCERNS.

Tea Cakes: Four cups of sugar,
one cup of butter, six eggs, half a tea-
cup of sweet milk, one grated nutmeg:
and flour suflicient to roll out Cut
with a fancy cake cutter, and bako in a
quick oven. Sprinkle with sugar while
hot. Yankee Wade.

Abernethy Biscuits: Three pints of
flour, two tablespoonf uls of sugar and
one of salt, one and one-ha- lf of baking
powder, four of lard, two of caraway
seeds, two eggs, ono pint milk. Sift
together flour, sugar, salt and powder.
Hub in lard and add remainder. (live
a few vigorous kneads and roll out till
one-fourt- h of an inch in thickness.
Cut into biscuits and bake fifteen min-
utes. Store when cold. Housekeeper.

Chicken, Spanish Style: Tut two
spoonful-- ; of whatever you use for frying
in a largo sauce-pa- n. The Spaniards
always use lard, but either butter or
drippings may be substituted. When
hot, add two onions cut fine and three
large tomatoes cut in slices. Fry for a
few moments and adl two young chick-
ens, cut as for a frie.tssee, seasoned and
rolled in flour. Let these fry, turning
them occasionally, for ten minutes;
cove: with hot water and simmer.
When nearly tender add a pint of pota-
toes cut in cubes. Cook very slowly
until all are done. Springfield Kepub-- 1

Shoes lying about make an other-

wise neat room look very untidy. If
you have not much closet room it is a
good plan to make a shoe box for each
room. A soap box covered with cre-
tonne or chintz is just the thing for this
purpose. Put a oox-plaite- d flounce
around Hie sides of the box. Make a
Cushion for the top of cotton b itting,
hair, or excelsior, and cover with cre-
tonne or chintz to match the flounce?.
Lino tho inside of the box with eithei
muslin, silesia, or paper. This makes
a nice seat to use while putting on one's
shoes and stockings, as it is so much
lower than a chair.

Fried Fish: Clean carefully, wash-
ing out the in-dd- e of perch, smelt, or
other pan-fis- h, and wiping perfectly
dry. Have ready a little dry, salted
flour, and coat each fish well with this.
Heat lard very hot in a frying-pan- , and
lay in the fish carefully, not so many at
once that you can not tarn them with
ea-e- . This you should do so soon as
the under-sid- e is nicely browned, and
when both are of a yellow brown take,
the fish out of the grease. If small,
transfer them to a hot colander, to rid
them of every drop of fat. Send to
table in a hot dish.- - Wi.cn eggs are
plenty you can make a really elegant
dish of small pan-fis- h by dipping them,
after wiping, into beaten eggs, then
rolling in pounded cracker or bread
crumbs, lie fore frying. In any case
serve your fiOi dry not crisp neither
seal: 'd in grease nor slowly converted
into cindery chips.

Why the Month Should Positively Never
be Used as a i'urse.

"That is the worst habit I know of,"
eaid a conductor on one of the Green
cars yesterday as he called attention to
a half dozen or so of small children who
had boarded the car and sat holding be-
tween thr-i- r lips the pennies or nickels
for the frye.

' es, sir, in my opinion that is the
worst, because for the past ten years I
have done all sorts of 'obs from heing
a superintendent of a large canning fac-
tory, where men, women and children
were employed by the hundreds, down to
boinacur conductor, and here you have
the opportunity to study life, habits and
character.

gloves, which she held in her hand.
However, as I forced to the Iront of the
car I noticed she placed a dime between
her lips and began to pull on her gloves,
lifsido the lady sat a small consu-

mptive-looking Chinaman, clinging
to a market basket almost the size of
himself, and his almond eyes gave
sheepish glances at the lady as she oc-

casionally jabbed him in tho ribs. Well,
I had collected all my fares up to this
pair, and the lady was still pulling on
her gloves.

"When I said. 'Fare, please,' with-
out looking she took the dime from her
mouth and placed it in my right hand,
while I rung up tho fare on the indi-
cator with the left.

The conductor vouched for the truth

fulness of the Chinaman's carrying his
fare in the small cup-lik- e part of the
ear below the cavitv or entrance to the
drum. He also stated that he had
known cases of person-- poisoned from
tho dirt oil coins, especially pennies,
which are made of a composition the
greater j art of which is copper. The
conductors themselves often get sore
hands in handling change. To show
that poisonous matter accumulates on
coins, the conductor exhibited the lin-
ing of one of his pockets, which had al-

most been eaten through.
"Now, if it will eat a fabric," said he,

"what must it do to the llosh, especially
if you hold the coins in your mouth ? 1

"Just for curiosity, when you rido in
a car, watch what women and children
do with their fares.

THE CLEVER ELEPHANT.

How tin Huso Animul Secures It Sup
llit of .M linos:. Knots.

One favorite food of the African ele-
phant is the tender, juicy roots of tin
mimosa tree, which grows in seatterei
groups through most of tho meadow
anil lowlands of Central Africa.

When an elephant finds a young trei
of this sort it is not dillicult. as a rule
for hini to get at the roots, especially il
the surrounding soil is moist and loose,
as is often the case after it has beer
soaked by the heavy rainfalls of tin
tropics.

If the tree is loose the elephant
knowing his strength, winds his truni;
firmly round the tree and plucks it fron:
the earth, a feat which is no harder foi
him than tho pulling up of a flower is
for a chilil.

l'.ut the elephant does not stop here,
experience has taught him the most
comfortable way of enjoying his prizo,
so without relaxing his hold, ho turn
the tree completely over and stands il
with its upper branches thrust dowr
into the place where the roots were
Then the earthy roots, now replacing
the branches, remain within easy reach
of tho strong and deft trunk.
. African travelers tell us of greai
tracts of country almost covered with
these inverted trees. Seeing the dr
trees turned upside down one would b
more likely to think a wood had beer,
reversed bv mischievous fairies than tc
4ippose hungry elephants had beec
Jeed v.g t here.

Sometimes an elephant will find a

tree which defies his greatest efforts
icnd absolutely refuses to bo unrooted.
Uut the elephant does not give it up.
Not at nil. He either brings another
elephant to helphim a thing they often
'Jo when the work is too much for one
;.!, if In- - can not find a friend, he sets
hisov.n wits to work. He makes use of
liis tusks us levers, thrusting them as if
they were crowbars deep under the
root and pries away slowly and steadi-
ly until the tree is loosened; and then
with a great wrench he completely up-

roots it and it goes toppling over, leav-
ing the clever elephant victorious.

CLEAN THE CHIMNEY.
A Handy Contrivance to Have Around

the Farm Home.
Six-inc- h cement pipe makes such

such a cheap and serviceable chim-
ney that it i3 coming into exten-
sive use. The .soot gathers in it
so rapidly that it should be cleaned
once a year at least. Tor this purpose
1 got a pole two feet longer than the fluo
anl two inches in diameter at the butt.
I slightly flattened t" siles about
eight inches up and bored a half-inc- h

hole through on the flat side seven
inches from the end. I then took a rip
saw and cut out a slice nearly a h;.lf-inc- h

thick from the end up to tho hole,

leaving a slot about as wido cs tho di-

ameter of the hole, as shown in Fig.
1. Taking a couple of spiral bod
springs, and putting them side by
side (see l'ig. ). I slipped the taper
ends up into the slot in the pole, and
boring a quarter-inc- h hole about one
inch from the end through both prongs
of the pole, put in a bolt and had the
machine all ready for u.--e (Fig. In-
serting this it: to the flue, I work it down
a ways and back and next time go down
a little further, lly frequent turning
and working, every particle of soot t hat
adheres to the fluo must come off. The
first trial I made was a revelation.

Nearly two bushels of soot was taken
out of the pipe hole below. That flue
gets cleaned twice ; year now. This
simple contrivance is great for cleaning
round flues. The elasticity of the
springs is such and they crowd against
the sides so tightly that the accumula-
tion of soon is bound to give way.

Years ago a horse blanket was the ex-
ception: now it is the rule. First came
the blanket to throw over tho animal
after being driven, especially in cold
weather. This was so obviously neces-
sary, beneficial and jliumanitarian that
the practice of protecting the horse
when standing outdoors with a heavy
blanket in winter and a lighter one
in milder weathtr has become uni-
versal.

The use of blankets in the stable, is a
later innovation, but appealing, as it
does, to the common sense of the intel-
ligent horse-owne- r, it h:is been adopted
very generally. Indeed, no owner who
understands the matter can now be
found without a complete outlit for in-

doors as well as out.
Tho idea that a stable can bo kept

warm enough, in this climate, for the
complete com fort and health of the horse
has been exploded by costly experience.
A stabie Mii-xf- be well ventilated, and
with such ventilation the horse must be
projected from chill and exposure by
extra clothing. Then again, a horse
must lie kept well groomed to be
healthy, and the skin of a well groomed
horse is far more sensitive than that of
a horse neglected and exposed to tho
vicissitudes of the weather. If tho sta-
ble is properly ventilated, and not kept
too warm, and the horse is well groomed,
he muxt hare extra covering. A stable,
as ordinarily constructed, may protect
from wind, but not from cold. Like his
master, when asleep the blood flows
more slowly, and there must he extra
clothing to keep him in health. A
properly blanketed horse will need far
less food, so that the investm it in
blankets is a judicious one. financially,
provided the health of the animal is
not jeopardized. Here is the git of tho
whole matter. Tin? chill from a damp,
cold stable has caused the death of
thousands of valuable horses, and one
rood horse saved would p.iy for the
blankets of a do;; ;n horses during your
life-tim- e. You can make no better in-

vestment of a little money than to put
it into horse blankets.. Ohio Farmer.

jacket, of ladies' cloth, matching one of
the chief shades in the plaid, which
has side forms, coat sleeves and a rolled
collar, as well as outside pockets with
stitching on all the edges.

For a boy of three years a kilt of
cloth, flannel or cheviot, with a waist
sewed to it that has two box plaits, back
and front; rolling collar, coat sleeves
and an outside belt of the same mate-
rial.

Kilt backs and one-piec- e fronts aro
worn with short, round cutaway jackets
of the same or a contra-tin- g material.

A little home dress of brown cheviot
checks has a loose one-piec- e front, but-
toned on the edge down tho left side,
with the close waist cut off at the waist
line and a plaited skirt added which has
tho plaits turned toward the center
back. Tin collar is rolling, the sleeves
are shirt-shape- d, and a belt of the goods
buttons in front.
